Ground was broken Satur¬ 
day for a $2 mUllon Fine Arts 
Building bringing the total 
value of construction now In 
progress on campus to more 
than $4.5 million d(dlars. 

THE CONTRACT FOR the 
building, signed October 8 with 
Scudder and Company of Union 
City, calls for an initial ex¬ 
penditure of $1,737,000, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Jack Mays, 
vice chancellor for develop¬ 
ment. When completed and 
furnished, the facility will cost 
more than $2 million. 

Site for the two-story, air 
conditioned building Is on the 
main campus near the inter¬ 
section of Highway 22 and Mi. 

Pella Road, west of the Agrl- 
culture-Blcdogy and north of 
the Engineering-Physical 
Sciences buildings. 

THE NEW STRUCTURE will 
contain 48,000 square feet 
of floor space and will serve 
music, drama and art. One of 
the main features of the build¬ 
ing Is a theatre with a seating 
capacity of 500. 

Nearing completion and al¬ 
ready accommodating some 
classes Is the Humanities 
Building constructed at a cost 
of slightly more than $1.2 mil¬ 
lion. Tills four-story, 74,000 
square foot air conditioned 
building contains 33 class¬ 
rooms; eight office suites, 
each containing separate of¬ 
fice spaces for 10 Instruc¬ 
tors and one receptionist, a 
total of 88 units; and a faculty 
lounge. 

THE HUMANITIES BUILD¬ 
ING will furnish quarters for 
the Offices of the Dean of In¬ 
struction and the Dean of 
Students, the departments of 
English, History, Political 
Science, Social Science, Math¬ 
ematics, Foreign Languages, 
and quarters for the college 
newspaper. 

Humanities Is located 
the main campus on the south 
perimeter of the quadrangle, 
opposite the Administration 
Building. 

ALSO IN PROGRESS and 
now scheduled for completion 
by winter quarter is a 320- 
unit women’s residence hall. 

The design of this &.cllity rep¬ 
resents a new concept of dor¬ 
mitory architecture on cam¬ 
pus. Rooms are arranged In 
suites which have been con¬ 
structed on the four sides of 
an atrium. 

Each suite accommodates 
eight residents and Is adaptable 
to single and double room 
occupancy. Located on the 
ground level are a larger rec¬ 
reation room with kitchen, a 
laundry room and a sauna bath. 

ARRANGEMENT OF THE 
residence ball rooms in ad¬ 
joining suites eliminates cen¬ 
ter hallways and makes for 
more privacy and quiet for 
occupants. TTie new, modern 
facility Is located east of Cle¬ 
ment Hall, and along with 
other dormitories Is In close 
proximity to the University 
Center, the library and class¬ 
room buildings.

Federal Snooping Threatens Freedom

ConRress has Riven state leRlslatures power to authorise 
wlretapplnR. This new Federal authorisation Is contained In 
the packaRe commonly known as “Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act of 1968.” A criminal court JudRe can Rive 
authority to prosecuting attorneys to listen to a telephone or 
wire communlcatloo for a limited time If there Is reason to 
believe such eavesdropplnR will provide evidence about major 
crimes. 

Mr. Canale falls to mention rapes, muRRlnRS, sudden 
street riots, or any of the other street crimes. Memphis 
Chief of Detectives W. P. Huston said the police “wouldn’t 
Usten In on the law abiding clUsens.” This Is a very foolish 
statement. How will the police know who Is guilty or who Is In¬ 
nocent unless conversations are tapped? 

Evidently some Tennessee politicians have placed pro¬ 
fessional advancement before the American concept of free¬ 
dom from Invasion of privacy. Perhaps they have forgotten 
the Fourth Amendment to tiie United States ConstituUon In 
their flurry to an enhanced professional status. 

Senator Edward V. Long, the Democratic Senator from 
Missouri, made public his feeling to the McClellan sub- 
oommittee on March 23, 1966, 

“The net effect of the widespread use of wiretapping and 
eavesdropping eciulpment Is, unfortunately, to create an at¬ 
mosphere of fear on the part of our citizenry. Out subcom- 
mltee fUes are fuU of letters from people who are convince 
that their phones are tapped and their apartments bu^d. No 
doubt, many or these comptalnts are unfounded. But how do 
we know?” 

Business firms lap each other’s phones. Coaches have tapped 
the lines of of^oslng teams. Husbands and wives tap to trap 
cheating mates. Ttie Internal Revenue Is wiretapping. Even 
Even Bell Telephone doesn’t trust Its servicel Emple^ees are 
forbidden to use office phones for Important messages. 

Wiretapping Is becoming rampant In America despite Presi¬ 
dent Johnson’s and It will continue clamping on Federal snoop¬ 
ing unless Interested and concerned citizens write, talk to, or 
call their elected representatives. Many legislators are afraid 
of any type of Invasion of privacy legislation. Now Is the time 
to make them more aware of their responsibility to the concepts 
upon which this nation was created. Today, now is the hour of 
deciding between a police-state for Tennessee or the upholding 
of freedom of privacy, the right to be left alone.

SDS Is Red To Core: RD 

While the organization known as Students for a Democratic 
Society represents only a minuscule minority of students. It 
has managed to play a leading role In the violence, bloodshed 
and arson that have exploded across college campuses from 
Columbia to Stanford. 

Details of how this small but militant group has managed 
to disrupt college life are revealed In the October Reader’s 
Digest by Eugene Methvln of the magazine’s Washington bur¬ 
eau. Quoting SDS officials and members, he reports that the 
organization’s ultimate goal “Is nothing less than the destruc¬ 
tion of society Itself.” 

Methvln quotes one speaker at SDS’ national convention 
at East Lansing, Mich., last June; “The ability to manipulate 
people through violence and mass media has never been 
greater, the potential for us as radicals never more ex¬ 
citing, than now.” FBI director J. Edgar Hoover has said; 
“TTiey are a new type ofsubversive,and their danger is great.” 

SDS’s tactics include use of off-campus issues to disrupt 
campus life, the article points out. An SDS member from 
Wisconsin put it this way; “We organized dormitory students 
around rules, and then it was easy to move them on such is¬ 
sues as the university’s relation to Chase Manhattan Bank.’’ 

The article quotes these among specific SDS proposals 
for disruption of society; picking public fights with wel¬ 
fare workers; starting trash-can fires and pulling fire alarms 
In high schools as “forms of protest;” making appointments 
by the score with university deans and registrars- to “over¬ 
use the bureaucracy”; checking out an Inordinate number of 
books to disrupt libraries and study programs; disrupting draft 
boards by registering under a false name to “federal agents 
will spend much time attempting to track down people who do 
not exist.” 

While It purports to follow a line of “independent radical¬ 
ism,” Methvln reports SDS betrays growing signs of links to 
hard-core professional communists. Known communists have 
sat In on SDS meetings and coached organizers since the or¬ 
ganization was founded in 1962; SDS leaders frequently 
travel to Red capitals; two of three national officers chosen at 
last June’s national convention were self-proclaimed com-

Citing SDS*s role In the recent upheaval at Columbia 
University, Methvln declares that firmer action by school 
authorities In support of the anti-radical “Majority Coalition” 
would have averted escalating violence that culminated 
In cancellation of classes at Columbia. 

While acknowledging that legitimate grievances by stu¬ 
dents must receive “far more attention ” from officials than 
heretofore, Methvln says that prompt action by students 
and administrators Is a must to prevent campus-wlte clashes 
In the future. 

Sidney Hook, noted New York University philosophy profes¬ 
sor, has said that SD6 members “threaten to become the true 
grave diggers of academic freedom In the United States.” 
Only prompt action by school authorities and the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of students can prevent the grave from being dug.
